GiiEisisr. or AXLES.—Many n wheel 


A well made 
wheel will endure constant v/ear from ten to 
twenty years, if care is taken to use the 
right kind and proper amount of oil; but i;

sooner. Lard should never be used on a wag- 
on, for it will penetrate the hub and work 
its way around tho tendons of the spokes 
nucl spoil tho wheels. Castor oil is a good 
material for use on an, iron axle; just oil 
enough should be applied to n spindle to 
give it a light coating. This is better than 
more, for tho surplus put on will work out 
at the ouds, and be forced by tho shoulders 
and nut into the 1mb around tho outside of 
tho boxo-H. To oil the axle-tree, first wipe 
the spindles clean with a cloth wet with tur- 
pentine, if il. won't, wipe without it.
